1. Claims 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The following language lacks of proper antecedent basis : 
In claim 32, line 12, " the remainder", it is not clear as 
to which remainder or remainding steps are being referred. 
The following language is vague and indefinite: 



Art Rejections: 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Blumer , U.S. pat. No. 5,890,171. 

Per claims 1-6, Blumer discloses a system and method for 
modifying a web document such as html document or script for use 
and access at a new destination node comprising:

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a) receiving a second web document for including in a first 
document at the destination node wherein the second document 
includes a first relative reference that identifies a third 
document, e.g., image, in the remote source (see col 9, lines 



b) identifying relative and absolute reference tokens within the 
input document ( see col 11, lines 3-12 ) , 

c) parsing the tokens to determine relationship between the 
tokens ( col 11, lines 34-48 ) , 

d) modifying/translating the second document by replacing the 
first relative reference to a second relative reference that is 
directed to the destination node ( see col 11, lines 48-59 ) . 

Blumer does not explicitly show the step of transferring 
the second and third documents from the remote source to the 
destination node. It is however noted that Blumer' s invention 
can be practiced with the documents acquired from any 
conventional sources including from a remote location. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to realize the step of 
transferring the second and associated third document to the 
destination node in Blumer because it would have enabled 
practicing Blumer 's invention with documents moved/acquired from 
any other sources (see col 8, lines 41-53) . 



12-14) , 
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Per claims 7-9, it would have been further obvious to one 
skilled in the art to recognize that Blumer ' s document parsing 
and translating would have been performed at any destination 
node on the network including a client computer. 

Per claims 10-14, Blumer teaches that the web document 
would comprise a html document or an executable script ( see col 

3. lines 23-46 ) . It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to utilize a function call in the script for retrieving 
a linked object. 

Claims 15-44 are similar in scope as that of claims 1-14 
and hence are rejected for the same rationale set forth above 
for claims 1-14. 

Response to Amendment : 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 4/26/04 with respect to 
claims 1-44 have been fully considered but they are moot in view 
of new ground of rejection set forth above.

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection.
